A British Labor MP is horrified 
because one of his constituents 
asks whether Britain might not be 
better off to join the U.S.A. The 
member, Ben Levy, answers 

“The possibility of being ruled 
by the U.S, Congress, the pos- 
sibility of finding ourselves domi- 
nated by their vastly inferior 
constitution, and the possibility 
of finding ourselves submerged 
in a country which is at least 25 
or 30 years behind ourselves, are 
quite horrifying.” 

Horrifying as the prospects may 
be, I venture to suggest that not 
only Britain, but the whole Brit- 
ish Commonwealth will be taken 
over by the U.S.A. unless we work 
out some form of honorable fed- 
eration, 


Doomed 
To Fail 


Magnificent as is Britain's at- 
tempt to make a comeback, in my 
opinion it will fail. 

Anyone who studies the Interim 
Report of the Organization of 
European Economit Co-operation 
will see that Western Europe will 


stil be three billion dollars 
Short of paying her own way 
even by 1952. That is, even if 


all countries continue working at 
the tempo of the past few years, 
and consent to maintain the low 
austerity level of living 


The basic facts of life in the 
Marshall Plan-helped couniries 
of Western Burope are that 
“Europe cannot now pay for 
half the things she needs.” In 
1952, after five years of ERP, 


she will still be able to pay for 
only three-quarters of her needs. 
That is the highest estimate. 
Now let us look at what would 
happen if, in the opinion of Ben 


Levy, MP, the worst came to the 
worst, and Britain became “the 
forty-ninth state of the American 
Union.” 

Britain’s money troubles could 
be over at once, for the dollar 
would circulate everywhere 


There would be no need for ra- 

ning in Britain. The potatoes 
which recently had to be destroy- 
ed in the US. for lack of a mar- 
ket would automatically move to 
ritish shops and British tables.

Most of us still figure that we 
would lose more than we would 
gain. We have our own history, 
national identity; above all, our 
national hope of a high destiny 
for our children. 

Yet for young Canada to ery 
quits to our attempt at nation- 
building would be a minor 
wrench as compared with that 
which would be required for an- 
cient Britain to become one of the 
United States. 

Yet, as the years go by, more 
and more people in Britain and 


Canada will ask themselves: “But 
why not join the U.S.A.?” 
The resultant argument will 


show both the advantages and the 
disadvantages. With one money, 
one free trade area, one vast 
space which permitted free 
migration to all citizens, the Worst 
present problems of Britain and 
Canada would be solved. 

The losses would be political, 
material, social perhaps. The pro- 
fessors would say “psychological.” 
For if we had to apply to be 
taken into the U.S.A. as failures, 
the scars would be pretty deep, 

But in the end, I believe we 
shall see we have only two 
choices: 

To federate with U.S.A, in an 
open honorable basis of equal 
rights and self respect, or to be 
taken over as political bankrupts. 

If we don’t want the latter, our 
leaders had better get busy push- 
ing the former,
